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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings mustshow every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the thread and its location on the 
slipper must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. Corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the disclosure is 
lacking any clear demarcation of sections and separation of drawing description. See below for 
specification requirements. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the 
invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification. It 
should be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to 
seven words may not contain more than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP § 201 . 1 1 . 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : See MPEP 
§310. 

(d) Reference to a "Microfiche Appendix ": See 37CFR 1 .96(c) and MPEP § 608.05, 
if the application was filed before March 1, 2001 . The total number of microfiche 
and the total number of frames should be specified. Reference to a "Sequence 
Listing," a table, or a computer program listing appendix submitted on compact 
disc and an incorporation by reference of the material on the compact disc.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 contains more than 
one sentence. The claims of an application should begin with a capital letter and end with a 
period. No other periods should be present in the claim except for abbreviations. Appropriate 
correction is required. See below. 

608.01(m) Form of Claims [R-3] 

The claim or claims must commence on a separate physical sheet or electronic page and should 
appear after the detailed description of the invention. Any sheet including a claim or portion of a 
claim may not contain any other parts of the application or other material. While there is no set 
statutory form for claims, the present Office practice is to insist that each claim must be the 
object of a sentence starting with "I (or we) claim," "The invention claimed is" (or the 
equivalent). If, at the time of allowance, the quoted terminology is not present, it is inserted by 
the Office of Patent Publication. Each claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a 
period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations. See 
Fressola v. Manbeck, 36 USPQ2d 121 1 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of 
elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation, 
37 CFR1.75(i) . 

There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. In 
general, the printed patent copies will follow the format used but printing difficulties or expense 
may prevent the duplication of unduly complex claim formats. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claim contains the term "breaded style" which is unclear and not explained in the 
specification for one to determine what is meant by this phrase. It appears, from Figure 3, that 
the term the applicant may be looking for is "braided", as that used, for example, in making a 
ponytail. For the purposes of examination, it will be understood that braided is what was meant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aschenbrenner 
6,026,598 in view of Packler et al. 3,738,299 and Robinson 4,387,555. Aschenbrenner '598 
teaches the desirability of having luminescent items attached to child's footwear to allow for the 
footwear and the children to be easily seen in the dark. Packler ' 299 teaches that emblems which 
glow-in-the-dark were attached to item by using yarn with glow in the dark paint (see col. 1, 
lines 57-59). These emblems are attached to other items as a safety feature that allows the 
person wearing them to be easily seen in the dark. Therefore, it would have been obvious, to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to attach the luminescent item of 
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Aschenbrenner 6 598 to the child's footwear with yarn covered with glow-in-the-dark paint, as 
taught by Packler '299, as a safety feature to allow children to be easily seen in the dark as well 
as preventing any blocking of the design of the item by normal thread. Robinson '555 teaches 
that thread, that is luminescent in the dark, can be made by braiding the thread (see Figure 1) to 
impart greater strength to the thread. Therefore, it would have been obvious to braid the thread 
or yam used above to give it better strength to attach the item to the shoe and hold it on the shoe.
